WASHINGTON, March 5.—(Special.|—The 
democratic members of the ways and means 
committee have completed the internal reve- 
nue bill and will submit it to the whole com- 
mittee at the meeting tomorrow, when the 
tariff bill will betaken up by the committee 
for consideration. The reduction ol internal 
reveuue tax is said to amount to about $25,000, 
00 on tobacco and fruit brandies. Though this 

before the committee as a separate meas- 
uré, it is likely that the internai revenue and 
tariff will be treated as one bill. 
THE ALABAMA CONTEST. 

Henry Cabot Lodge was the only repyblican 
‘who spoke on the McDuftie-Davidson etection 
case. Mr. Lodge was not as eloquent as it was 
expected he would be. It is a question of 
very grave doubt whether the republican mi- 
nority of the committee will be able to get as 
much political capital out of the case as they 
expected they would do. There is little of 
apvything in the testimony to warrant the belief 
that there was other than a fair election, but 
what gives the republicans the most concern is 
how it happened that so many of the colored 
people voted for the democratie candidate, 
Colonel Davidson. The majority report of the 
committee was championed by Messrs. Maish,of 
Pennsylvania and Outhwaite, of Ohio, each of 
whom tore off the mask from the alleged 
democratic frauds and made the case as clear 
asa noonday’s sun. The large majority for 
the sitting member, notwithstanding the pre- 
ponderance of colored voters in the distnet, is 
Jargely due tothe fact that there was a tri- 
angular fight, there being three candidates in 
the field, Mcl)uffiie the contestant, and the 
colored ex-congressman, Turner,and the sitting 
member, Davidson, It was proven that the 
sitting member receiveda large share of the 
colored votes, notwithstanding there was a 
colored candidate in the race. The most 
damaging feature of the case as against the 
contestant, was where men’s names appeared 
upon the tally sheets, who had Deen dead or 
absent from the state for some time. This 
howevsr, was explained by their being many 
persous of the same name in the various coun- 
ties. Upon the whole, the majority of the 
committee have succeeded in turning almost 
the active democratic tide in favor of the sit- 
ting member, and from the indications tonight 
it does not seem probabF there wii! be asingle 
member on the democratic side of the house 
who will not vote for the sitting member to 
retain the seat. The case, however, will 
ocoupy another day, and what political clap- 
trap there is in it the republicans wil! do all in 
their power to bring it to the surface. The 
majority of the committee think tonight that 
what speeches are to be made for the sitting 
member will be left exclusively to the north- 
ern democrats, which will in all probability be 
carried ont. 

Representative Thomas, of Illinois, is going

The re- 
sult might be to compel good working men to 
stop work after eight hours and allow new, un- 
tried, green hands to be brought into the office. 
In fact, it had been said that the object of the 
provision was to introduce i150 new, untried 
men in the public printing oftice. 
_ Arguments against striking out the provis- 
ion were inade by Messrs. Hoar, Teiler and 
Blair, the former stating that to strike it out 
would be said that the senate was indifferent 
to the subject and did not favor the eight 
hour law. 

Mr. Reagan argued that the committee on 
appropriations was right in recommending 
If it meant 
anything it meant that the public printez shouid 
suspend all work at the end of eight hours 
each day. If he did so, a large number of em- 
ployes would have to suspend work to their 
own great injury and to the injury of the ser- 
vice. This was one of these extraordinary 
things which congress was liable to do, under 
a sort of pressure which couldjnot be, it seems, 
resisted in the other branch of congress. 

Mr. Evarts said he was not disposed to pre- 
vent the insertion of the clause if the senate 
desired. He only wished-to know on what 
grounds the senate desired it. It did not 
belong to congress, he said. 

Mr. Hawiey said that having been absent 
during most of the discussion, he weuld like 
to have it distincitly understood that the pur- 
pose of the provision was to forbid a man 
working in the public printing office to work 
more than cight hours aday. He had been 
for seven years a2 member of the committee 
on printing and (to the best of his recollection) 
he had never heard one solitary word of com- 


piaint from any one employ-d in the printing | 
; ofliee concerning the enforgement or non-en- 


forcement of the eight hour law. If the pro- 
vision had any meaning, whatever, it was an 
attempt to forbid a man to work more than 
cight hours; and therefore, in behalf of the 
working men, he protested against it. It 
seemed to him a piece of demagogism, and 
nothing else. It was an interferense with 
the natural right of working men, and work- 
ingmen who adyocated snch a proposition 
were unwittingly advancing themselves toa 
condition of slavery. 

Mr. Hoar objected to the suggestion of dem 
agogism. | 

Mr. Hawley—I did not know that the sena- 
tor from Massachusetts had anything to do 
with it. It struck me thatit wasan effort of 
demagogism and I repeat that remark. 

After further discussion by Messrs. Hoar, 
Hawley, Stewart, Hale, Allison and Reagan, 
without taking a vote, the senate proceeded to 
the consideration of executive business, and 
at 5:25 adjourned. 

Mr. Hawley called attention to executive 
document No. 71, being a letter from the sec- 
retary of war transmitting an abstract state- 
ment of the militia force of the United States. 
Mr. Hawley said he had received a communi- 
cation from the war department saying that 
the errors contained in the printed document 
rendered it almost valueless for congress, and 
that the errors were not contained in the copy 
sent from the department.

CHECKING THE TRUSTS. 


Substance of Two Bills Introduced in thé 

House Yesterday. 4 
_ WASHINGTON, March 5.—The bill introduced 
in the house today by Breckenridge, of Ken- 
tucky, to declare trusts unlawful and to admit 
certain imports free of duty provides that 
whenever any article or product, when mined, 
made or manufactured in any foreign country 
and imported into the United States is subject 
to duty, that it shall be unlawful for any per 
sons, corporations or associations cngaged in 
the mining, making or manufacturing of such 
article or production in the United States to 
enter into contract, agreement, pool combina- 
tion, trust, association or understanding to 
contro] the quantity. number or value of pro- 
ducts produced or division of profits, and those 
who by the terms of such agreements refrain 
from the sale of such article or product, shall 
be prosecuted by indictment in any court of 


the United States, and may be punished by 2 | 


fine not exceeding $10,000, or imprisonment 
not exceeding one year, or both. 

It also provided that when such trusts, come 
binations, etc., are entered into on articles 
subject to import duty, such articles shall be 
admitted into the United States during the 
continuance of the trust, free of duty, provid- 
ed that the trust controls 65 percent of such 
article imported into the United States, or 65 
per cent of the aggregate amount imported or 
produced in the United States. 

A billon the same subject, introduced by 
Thomas, of Wisconsin, declares it unlawful 
for any trust to ship or transfer from one state 
to another, or to any foreign country, or from 
such foreign country to a state inthe United 
States, any article of merchandise, purchased, 
controlled or acquired, held or used with the 
intention to unduly enhance the price of such 
article inthe nfirket or tothe consumer. Vi 
olation of the Jaw is made punishable by im- 
prisonment for not less than two years, nor 
more than five years.

Anamber of telegrams wero erhibited to 
reporters by Chief Arthur from local officials 
of the. brotherhood in different parts of the 
country, pledging financial aid tothe Burling- 
ton men and urging Chief Arthur to call out 
the brotherhood everywhere. 

CHIcaco, March 5.—The meeting .closed at 
7:30 p.m., and many delegates leit for their 
homes. Chief Arthur and all othera are 
pledged to the utmost secrecy. Official noti- 
fication was given today of an intended strike 
at 5 o’elock this evening of the engineers and 
firemen on the Chicago, Burlington and 
Northern road, which is part of the Burling- 
ton system, if interchange of traffic with the 
parent road is not stopved. Before the hour 
of strike arrived some kind of an understand- 
ing was reached between Superintendent 
Harris, of the threatened road, aud the griev- 
ance committee, who came out of the secret 
conference to talk to Harrts. The strike is 
held in abeyance for the present, but the 
terms are notmade public. 

Chief Engineer Arthur and Grand Master 
Sargent utterly refused to permit any ques- 
tioning concerning what has been going on in 
the meeting. li was learned from one who 
occupies a position of importance on the com- 
mittee what had transpired. 

‘‘In the first place,”’ said he to an associated 
press representative, ‘“‘Chief Arthar called the 
heads of the grievance committees together 
for the purpese of ascertaining how. the. engi- 
neers and firemetf en roads centri on 
Chicago felt towards the Burlington men. He 
wanted to be sure of his position  be- 
fore he took any farther steps 
in regard to the Burlington management. 
When the meeting opened the chief re- 
quested a full a: d free report from each chair- 
man. Heasked them nvot to blind him by 
giving exaggerated reports, but to simply say 
whether or notimen on the other lines were 
willing to back him up if he still fought for the 
cause of the Burlington men. One by one the 
chairmen reported, and it is a fact that ail 
reports were of thesame tenor—allegeance to 
the chief, and moral and monetary support to 
the fullest degree.’’ 

This accounts for the universal good humor 
of the delegates when they separated, and the 
confident air of the chief engineer and grand 
master this evening. 

‘*Did the chief issue my orders to his subor- 
dinates or indicate any line of action for the 
fature?’’ 

‘No, he did not. He thanked them for 
their lovalty and told them to go to their vari- 
ous divisions, report to the men that he was in 
the fight to win, and if they stood firm to the 
pledges given at today’s meeting, he would 
win the Burlington fight, and that in short or- 
der.”’ 

A STATEMENT BY THE ENGINEERS. _ 

New York, March 5.—At a special meeting 
of the Brotherhood ef Locomotive Engineers 
tonight, the following statement was issued to 
the public in relation to the present condition 
of the organization : 

‘We desire to correct the statement made by some 
of the morning papers regarding the total number 


‘of members in our organization, which was given 


at 6,000 instead of nearly 30,000, as it should be; and 
also regarding finances available for use in the 
present crisis, We would state that we have a 
round half million ready for immediate use, and 
can easily raise twice that amount at a few days 

notice, if necessary; also that different divisions of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
and Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen are 
rapidly indorsing the resolution passed 
b the convention held _ihere on 
the 4th instant and that the grand chief has already 
been notified by most of the divisions that large 
drafts are at his disposal when required. 

Further, we wish to say to the public that the 
brotherhood has not abandoned its ‘conservative’ 
ideas where they will avail in obtaining justice. 
But in our present issue with the Burlington sys- 
tem, we are prepared to go as far as Necessary in or- 
der to obtain our just and acknowledged rights. 
Neither has the ‘younger’ and more pugnacious 
element gained Control of the destinies of the 
Brotherhood of Locomative Engineers, but 
on the contrary, it is the universal 
custom in our order for veterans to do 
the talking, and the agen ones the yoting in 
compliance with the babits of discipline engendered 
by our profession. 

In conclusion we desire to ask tnaose who may be 
inclined. to question the wisdom of our present 
action the following question: 

“Ts it less reasonable or fair for the engineers and 
firemen to make a common cause against a stubborn 
corporation, than forthe managers of the railways 
of the country to make a common cause against us 
in this particular case secretly supplying the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy managers with 
men in their time of need, and thus conspiring for 
our defeat.’’ 

We also desire to thank the general newspaper 
press, with one or Avo exceptions, for the courtesy 
and fairness with which they have handled our side 
of the case.

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TRAINS CRASH TOGETHER, 


A Terrible Accident on the Cincinnati, New 
Orleans and Texas. 

Cryciynatt, March 5.—A special from Som- 
erset, Ky.. says: A frightful collision occurred 
on the Cincinnati, New Orleansand Texas 
Pacific railroad at Pine Knot, about 3 o’clock 

esterday evening. which resulted in the kill- 

g ofone man and the fatal injuring of an- 
other, and the serious wounding of others, be- 
sides considerable damage to the railroad. 

The killed and injured are: Fireman John 
A. Dama, of Lexington, kilied outright ; body 
still under the cars; Sol Perkins, tramp, in- 
jured internally and will die; Conductor 
Green Porch, of this place, badly bruised 
about the face; Engineer L. B. Murray, leg 
broken ; Brakeman Wm. Jones, leg fractured. 

Biame isplaced on Conductor Taylor and 
Engineer Marray, of freight No. 20, who it 
secins, attempted to run from State 
Line to Pine Knot ahead of time. Con- 
ductor Porch had orders to run to State 
Line on freight No. 15, regardless of 20. When 
No. 20 was within a mile of Pine Knot Porch’s 
train dlashed from beyond the curve and went 
crashing intohim before the men of either 
train had time to jump. Tne engines were 
shattered into fragments on the rebound. Ten 
cars toppled overan embankment, and were 
shattered into splinters. 

Drs. L. S. Warren and George Pekins were 
wired for, and went down on the wrecking 
train to relieve the wounded. Taylor is a new 
man,and came here highly recommended. 
Porch is from this place, and is one of the best 
conductors on the road. Porch had orders to 
run to State Line regardless of No. 20, Taylor 
tried to make Pine Knot in five minutes’ time, 
and the above frightful catastrophe was the 
result. This is the second accident that has 
occurred at that place since the road was con- 
structed.

SLAVE MARTS 


DEMOLISHED. 


Evidences of the Old Order of Things Being 
Abolished. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 5.—{Special.} 
Workmen today began the demolition of prob- 
ably the most historic building in Nashville, 
that Known as the old slave mart,on the south- 
west cornér of Cherry and Cedar. streets, in 
order to begin the erection of a large block, 
which will comprise a hotel, stores and offices. 
The buildings extend from the old Freedman’s 
bank building, on Cedar street, to the corner 
of Cherry strect,and thence up Cherry to the 
alley. This block is an old landmark, having 
been erected away back in the thirties. 
Since the war the corner has not borne 
the best reputation, as several very 
serious affrayg have occurred there, and at 
times a portion of the block was used as a dive 
by rough characters. Many a raid has been 
made by the ofticers on the dens located in the 
block. The block is historic, because used as 
asiave mart before the war. In the rear of 
the building there is a high brick wa!l enclos- 
ing a court where the slaves used to exercise, 
and Where they were exhibited to purchasers. 
The iron bars are still on some of the doors, and 
the windows bear evidence of the character of 
the building. The main auction room opened 
out on Cedar street. This, however, has been 
divided up into small stores. There was, in 
olden times, two other slave marts—one on 
Cedar, between Cherry street and the public 
sqguare. This has been torn away and ail evi- 
dence of it destroyed. The other one was on 
the corner of Cherry and Deadwick streets, and 
the high wall that surrounded the court now 
stands.

| FOR STAMPING COIN, 


An Interesting History Connected With a 
Relie. 
From the Eastman, Ge., Journal. 

There has been on exhibition at our office 
for several days past a “coin stamp,” bearing 
date of 1742." The history of this relic, as far 
as we can at present trace it, is as follows: 

One day last week ason of Mr. 8. A. Shef- 
field. atenant on Mr. D. Argustus Burch’s 
farm, in the northern part of this connty, eight 
or nine miles from town, ploughed it up. 

Mr. Sheffield cleaned it up as well as he 
could, and procuring a suflicient quantity of 
pewter, or lead, proceeded to take an impres- 
sion. e 

Here is wbat appears on the coin, thus rude- 
ly made, and dimly seen, but still much more 
legibly than it appears on the stes!, or iron, 
stamp itself. Tke obverse shows the coat of 
arms familiar on old Spanish coins. This is 
very dim, however. | 

Encircling this appears: “Hispan. Ei. Ind. 

tex.’’ Thisisplain: then follows what is 
clearly an F, a period and then an M—though 
this fast jetter is uncertain. On the reverse is 


a splendid profile and bust of the reigning’ 


king. The surrouding is plainly stamped: 
“Carrolus IIII. Dei Gratia, 1795,’ or 1625— 
the third nominal resembling equally a9 or % 
2. The diameter and general get up is famil- 
iar fo all who remember Spanish or Mexican 
coinage. 

The two pieces that. ake up the stamp 
weigh about four pounds, squarely built, wider 
at. the top or upper end than atthe lower end 
—two and one-half inches across the top, one 
and three-fourths across the lower end; two 
and tive-eighths in length. In two corners, 
diagonaHy opposite, in the heavier plate are 
iron pis, remarkably well. preserved, which 
correspond to two holes in the other plate. 
They firmly clamp the two plates togother. 

Where did they come from? Wholeft them 
there by the tree or stump? Whenand where? 

Here is ample room for the play of fancy. 
If the truth were known, in all probability it 
might be truly said, ‘‘thereby hangs a tale.’, 

The idea that it was deposited there by 
counterfeiters, the first to occur to any one, is 
likely the correct one. 

The Spanish government had no mines nor 
mint during their cecupation of the coasts of 
Florida, and perhaps Georgia too. Their 
money though was in,circulation here at one 
time, and then a gang of countefeiters away 
out here, in what was first Wilkinson county, 
might have prosecuted this business with com- 
parative impunity. 

There is a chance that in those perilous 
times, a century or more ago, if dating was 
contemporary with the time of coinage, that 
the Indians might haye obtained it from some 
of their victims. Still it is not likely they 
would have planted it by a tree, but more 

_probably have converted it into instruments of 
warfare. 

At least it is quite a sovenir, and if Mr. 
Burch would part with it, he might realize 
something handsome for the little boy who 
ploughed itup. Wehope he may.

EARLY FOR SNAKES, 


Another Story Told by a South Carolina 
Novelist. 

CotumsBiA, “©. C.,° March 5.—[Special.]—A 
big snake story comes from Mount Holly, in 
Berkley county, in this state. A party of ne- 
groes were cutting upon alightwood log of 
large circumference and gréat length, when it 
suddenly began to move slowly off towards a 
creek about ten feet distant.

Vines vs. Tift & Co. igex soon to auditor’s 
report, from Worth. romissory Notes, 
Statute of Limitations. Lnterest and Usury. 
(Before Jadge Bower.) 

Bleckley, C. J.—1. Upon a promissory note 
mado in February, 1874, and due in November 
thereafter, a credit entered and signed by the 
maker as follows: ‘£1882, April 27, by balance 
account rendered for 1876, credited under date 
of November 12, 1876, $48.01, H. W. Vines,” is 
an acknowledgment of the debt as existing at 
the date of the entry, to-wit, April 27, 1882, 
and operates as a new “pow from that time, 
and prevents the bar of the statute of limita- 
tions from attaching for a period of six years 
thereafter. 

2. Inasmuch as @ new promise revives or ex- 
tends the original liability, creating no new 
liability (code, $2936), the rate of conventional 
interest borne by the note is a part of the lia- 
bility revived or extended ; and such rate con- 
tinues in force as fully after the making of the 
new promise as it was at the creation of the 
debt. Nor does it make any difference that b 
a change in the law of usury made in the inte 
val bei ween the execution of the note and the 
date of the promise, such conventional rate 
was larcely iv excess of any conventional rate 
allowed by the new law.

and when they do s0, a track thus laid, 
though the exclusive property of one of the 
compan es, is, for the time being, the track of 
each company 80 using it, and the proprietary 
company is not responsiblefto its employes for 
persons! injvries which they sustain solely by 
reason of the negligent use of che track by the 
employes of another company. The redress 
for such injuries is against the company whose 
employes are at fault.

fhe Panama Canal’s Financial Prospects. 

The Count de Lesseps now announces 
his intention to ask an additional 600,000,- 
000 francs from the Panama canal share- 
holders. As an inducement he promises 
that the canal will be so near completion by 
1890 that vessels of the largest tonnage will 
be able to traverse it. 

Up to the present time the shareholders 
have sunk about $150,000,000 in this vast 
enterprise. There was very little difficulty 
about negotiating the first loan, but it will 
be recollected that when de Lesseps applied 
to the government for authority to issue a 
lottery loan of 600,000,000 francs his request 
was refused. The count then appealed 
directly to his 400,000 small subscribers, 
and 1,000 franc bonds were taken at a heavy 
fliscount, being quoted at about 235 francs. 
This was discouraging enough, but what 
shall be said of the prospects of the fresh 
loan? The proposition is to insure the new 
loan by a guarantee fund invested in rentes, 
and it follows that a tremendous number of 
bonds will have to be sold to enable de 
Lesseps to realize 600,000,000 francs, and a 
sum in excess of that amount large enough to 
invest in rentes for the redemption of the 
whole. The investors are assured that they 
will receive, besides their interest in the 
invested fund, non-interest bonds in the 
Panama company, subject, however, to ¢he 
§335,000,000 debt which has already been 
piled up.

“The Deserving Poor.” 

Mr. Robert Louis Stevenson, in his arti- 
tle in Scribner’s Magazine for March, 
writes on the subject of ‘“Beggars.’’ It is 
an essay. delightful in style and full of sug- 
gestive ideas. He tells therein the story of 
two beggars—a soldier and a tramp, and 
ends with some views of his own on charity. 

“There is a true poyerty,’? Mr, Steven- 
son says, “‘which no one sees. The true 
poverty does not go into the streets; the 
banker may rest assured he has never put a 
penny in its hand. The self-respecting 
poor beg from each other; never from the 
rich.”” Mr. Stevenson goes on to say that 
itis only the poor who are asked to give, 
and those who Know anything of the pe- 
culiarities of human nature know how true 
this is. There isnot a poor man within 
ten miles of Jay Gould or the Astors but 
gives to the needy twice ten times as much 
as these millionaires; and where the Van- 
derbilts are solicited once for alms, their 

ei employes are solicited a thousand 


It isthe poor who work deeds of real 
eharity; they respond to solicitations, and 
a charity that is unsolicited lacks the ele- 


ment of charity. ‘Here, then,” says Mr.

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‘To whom is he to give?’ Mr. Stevenson 
continues. ‘‘Where to find—note this 
phrase—the Deserving Poor? Charity is 
(what they call) centralized; .offices are 
hired; societies founded, with secretaries 
paid or unpaid: the hunt of the Deserving 
Poor goes merrily forward.”’ 
Alas! Mr. Stevenson has fallen into the 
common mistake. Offices are hired, socie- 
ties founded and secretaries appointed; but 
it all ends here. There isno hunt, either 
merry or sad, going forward, and that is the 
trouble. Charity builds her homes and 
stays in them. She is exclusive. She isa 
member of the highest society, and to asso- 
ciate with the poor—we will not.say the de 
serving poor—would be disreputable. Of- 
fices are hired, societies founded in her name, 
and secretaries employed. But that is the 
end of it all. The offices stand, the socic- 
ties meet in a perfunctory way, and the sec- 
retaries draw their pay. ‘There is no hunt 
for the deserving poor. It is all a sham 
from beginning to end, and the worst of it 
is that the rich know it isa sham and in- 
tend that it should be.

The Bottom Props Cut of the Cotton Market 
—Several Failures Announced— 
Scenes on ’Change. 

Yesterday was the biggest cotton day ever 
known in New York. 

It was a regular panic. 

The recorded sales in the New York ex- 
change read 441,000 bales. Inthe tumult, of 
course many sales were unrecorded,so that 
500,000 were doubtless sold yesterday in that 
blessed room. Within three days, over 
eight hundred thousand bales have been sold 
and recorded in the New York exchange. 
With unrecorded sales, fully one million bales 
have been bought and sold in New York alone 
within eighteen business hours. Counting all 
other exchanges, it is probable that half of the 
cotton crop has been bouglit and sold since last 
Friday mornir@. 

HISTORY OF THIS ENORMOUS SPECULATION. 

This chapter of vast speculation has @ pre- 
face. 

The statistical authorities two months ago 
estimated the present crop from 6,260,000 up to 
6,400,000. Soshort a crop would have left a 
deficiency of several hundred thousand bales, 
and under this stimulus. the strong buying 
began. All advices from the south corrobo- 
rated the short vrop idea, and all through the 
south, cotton «as bought on speculation. For 
many weeks the bulls were dominant in the 
cotton exchanges, and the bears did not dare 
to show their heads. 

In the meantime the daily ~ ceipts of c:tton 
were larger than reports had led the public to 
expect, and under these continued receipts the 
estimate of the crop..was advanced from six 
and a quarter million, to six anda half million. 
The bears now began to take courage, and the 


’ warlike news from Europe, added to the large 


receipts, soon made it a toss-up as to whether 
the market would go up or down, During the 
latter part of February, the crop estimates ad- 
vanced to 6,660,000, and even to 6,700,000. The 
receipts diminished, but were still heavy 
enough to give the bears an argument. By 
the first of March the market took a bearish 
turn and the decline began. 

‘‘A decline in the market,”’ an‘old operator 
used to say, ‘‘is like rolling a stone down a 
hill. It starts slow at first, but it gathers 
momentum as it goes, and before you know it 
is rushing at a frantic rate of speed.”’ 

The fact is, very many bulls held their cot- 
ton on small margins. The bearish feeling 
was so strong that a buyer was tempted to put 
all his spare cash into margins with his first 
order. When the decline began these buyers 
had no money to support their cotton, and 
they were soldout. This drove the market 
still further down and dislodged other buyers, 
On last Friday abouttwo hundred thousand 
bales were sold, and the market fell twelve or 
fifteen points. This resulted in a call for more 
margin from thousands of small buyers, and, 
they being unable to respond, their holdings 
were thrown on the market Saturday, which 
yielded about ten points more. Saturday’s de- 
cline exhausted the margin of still other bulls, 
and on Monday the first half hour threw so 
much cotton on the market thata panic en- 
sued. The avalanche was then well on its 
way down the hill,and neither reason nor 
force could stop it. Cotton was sold from ten 
o'clock until three literally in blocks of ten 
thousand bales. Besides these, there was a 
constant rain of small lots of from five hund- 
red to five thousand bales. At one o’clock 
there was arally, when June cotton had 
dropped to 10.23, and the market steadied for 
amoment and advanced ten points. There 
was another rush tosell, the advance was 
knocked.out, and June cotton was driven to 


10.16, at which point it.closed irregular.

That is a very interesting question for the 


south, as cotton isits staple crop, and also a 
favorite speculative product. 

No one can answer it. Hu‘bard, Price & 
Co. ,telegraphed from New York yesterday 
that there were strong shoulders under the 
market, and that all offerings were readily 
taken. Private advices during the day con- 
firmed the idea that the cotton which was be- 
ing shaken out of weak hands was passing 
into stronger hands, and that the holdings 
which had been scattered far and wide were 
being concentrated. This, of course, looks 
well for a rise. The position of cotton is 
stronger than it has been in many years, and 
even with a crop of 6,800,000 bales there is no 
reason why it should not be much higher than 
at present, during the summer months. 

There are four anthorities who gather crop 
statistics. First the government bureau, sec- 
ond Bradstreet’s, third the Naiional Exchange 
and fourth Neills, of London. This year the 
Cotton World is substituted for the National 
Exchange, but it uses the same machinery and 
correspondence. Last year the first three 
authorities were remarkably successful in esti- 
mating the crop, and gained _gisat prestige. 
Niell’s estimate was very much too large, 
This is an English authority, and is, of course, 
bearish. The bureau has lost some of its pres- 
tige by its early figures on this crop, which are 
now shown to be much too low. So has the 
Cotton World. Bradstreet’s, in its estimate 
printed a few days ago, shows that 6,364,000 
bales were in sight on the 22d of February, 
and these figures suggested a crop of perhaps 
6,750,000 bales. Niell’s boldly claims a crop of 
seven million bales. Cotton will continue to 
come in freely during March and April, and 
the bulls insist that not more than three hun- 
dred thousand bales more- will be developed. 

The real strength of the cotton position is 
that the mills are making money, and that the 
markets of the world are almost bare of cotton 
goods. For three years the world has been at 
peace. There has hardly been a skirmish in 
any partofthe globe. The energies hereto- 
fore absorbed by war have been in the three 
years past extending the lines of commerce 
and trade. There are fewer cases of cotton 
goods in the market today than at any time 
within ten years. The mills now take one 
hundred and ninety thousand bales of cotton a 
week, and most of them are running under 
long orders, and selling their goods at such 
figures as will give a profit even if cotton were 
much higher than it is at present. 

This is the situation as briefly told. After 
such a violent decline in cotton, it having 
slipped downward fifty ‘points in three days, 
there is apt to be a reaction. As to whether 
or not this will be permanent and important 
depends on the strength of the hands into 
which the enormous sales of the last three 
days have gone, and on the daily re¢eipts of 
cotton for the next sixty days. The prosperity 
of the mills, and the enormous demand for 
cotton for spindles is assured. A crop of 7,000,- 
000 bales will be more than the mills need. A 
crop of 6,700,000 bales will be less. After all, 
the speculative feature is the amount of cot- 
ton yet on the plantations. Belew we give 
such advices on the situation as we received 
from New York on yesterday:

THE TERRIBLE TUMBLE. 


A Wild Day on the New York Cotton Ex- 
change. 


New York, March 5.—[{Speciai.]—It was 
thoroughly blue im the region of Wall street this 
morning, and particularly about the cotton ¢x- 
change, where a heavy decline of 22 points in price, 
marked tne opening hour of the week, Consid- 
erable weakness has been shown in the market for 
several days, but it was not until Friday that the 
weakness showed any alarming proportions. On 
that day the sales amounted to the enormous total 
of 216,300 bales, and the decline in the active fu- 
tures, April, May and June deliveries was 13 to 20 
points, with a recovery of 11 points from the lowest 
atthe close. Saturday, theSbearish tendency con- 
tinued, anda further decline of 6 points was re- 
corded, while the total sales during the two hours 
the market remained open was 137,000 bales, 

The closing prices Saturday was: April, 10,51; 
May, 10.40; June, 10.48. The opeaing this morning 
weg: April, 10.28; May, 10.34; June, 10.40. 

At the opening a rush was made to sell, and, 
amid the greatest excitement, priccs tumbled for 

he first hour with great rapidity. April scored a 
loss of 22 points from today’s opening, and 24 pints 
from Saturday’s closing. May was 18 points of 
from the opening and 24 points from Saturday’s 
closing. June was 20 points off from the opening 
and 28 points from Saturday, making it one of the 
heaviest declines the market has had on any one 
day in naiy months. Everytody secms to be on 
the bear side, and not a bul in sizht. 

During the excitement on the floor it was almost 
impossible to obtain any information as to the 
cause of the drop. No two men agreed in their 
reasons. While some dcciared it was simply a well 
organized bear raid, others thoughtit meant the 
selling out of ‘‘long”’ stock by holders, who had be- 
come tired waiting forarise, Stillethers believed 
that it was caused by the fact that the cotton crop 
would be larger than lal fint been estimated, 
which meant lower prices for some time to come. 

The central figure of interest on the exchange was 
John Inman, reported to be the largest dealer in the 
country, yet no one seemed to knew whether he 
was on the long or short side. Theo- 
ries as to his position were conflicting, 
some asserting that he was long, but that the mar- 
ket had simply got away from him, while others 
were as postive that he wason top of the market, 
and the real cause of the downward movement. 

Three failures had been reported up to noon, and 
old members feared there was danger of some 
others, 

The question has frequently been asked how much 
a “point” in cottonis. It is équat to $509 on 100 
bales, orone one-hundredth of one cent. A _ bale 
contains 0 pounds. 

At1:45 p.m., William T. King, No. 176 Tearl 
street, announced his inability to meet his liabilities. 
This caus-d an increase in the excitement that had 
reigned all day, and a further dec’ine resulted. At 
2:95 o’clock, J. H. Gariison; of Old Slip, anncunced 
his failure, and at 2:40 o'clock George T. Dixon, Nor. 
2 and 4 Stone street, posted notice of inability to 
mect his demands. 

The market went off eight points during the after- 
noon, or a total decline for the day of twenty-eight 
té thirty points. William T. King’s failure is said to 
be for about 320,000, but no estimates could ke ob- 
tained as to the others, except that they were proba- 
bly less than Mr. King’s. 

Cther failures are expected tomorrow, unless the 
market is checked in its downward course. 

Mr. King told a reporter that this suspension was 
only temporary, and that his liabilities were abort 
Ife added that his failure was very unvx- 
pected and was duc to a heavy customer’s failure to 
respond to his margin calls. Mr. King has been in 
the business since 1872, is a captain in the twenty- 
second regiment and is something of a social lion. 
Mr. Garri:o’s failure is likewise attributed to a cus- 
tomer’s inability or unwillingness to promptly in- 
crease his margins.

NEW York, March 5.—[Special. |—This bas been a 
day long to be remembered bythe bulls and bears 
of the cotton market, It has been a veritable 
Waterloo for short-waisted traders on the long side, 
and even big operators with large holdings of cotton 
were made uncomfortable.* The statistical position 
of cotton for some time has been regarded strong, 
that bears have fought shy and made no desperate 
attacks upon the market. Repeated rumors of war 
being imminent in Europe, have always given them 
courage to make short-winded dives at the price, but 
from any decline thus effected the staple seemed to 
rally so vigorously that anything like a bear cam- 
paign was attractive. Under this state ofaffairs the 
bulls have been very complacent and were full of 
confidence until recent receipts commenced swell- 
ing beyond expectation, which raised apprehensions 
of a larger crop than jhad lately been reckoned by 
popular estimates, 

These, however, only made the bears a little less 
timid, without arousing them to actual boldness. 
For anything like a big slump, somethine more was 
needed, which came last Thursday. It was ascer- 
tained by a few of the bull operators that James 
Harle, a big and bold trader of Atianta, Ga., was 
very heavily long of cotton. It was cyen suspected 
that he had overtraded and made his line greater 
than he could take off provided any material de- 
cline came. Those who entertained this opinion 
abandoned their bull tactics, and on last Friday ana 
Saturday were frec sellers on the quiet, thus pru- 
dently reducing ticir own holdings in case of any 
trouble.

The Woodward school library ordinance was 
adopted by the general council yesterday after- 
noon after a long and warm debate. Two 
police commissioners were elected and the 
sewer system was discussed. 

The session was a long but interesting one. 

When the body was working under the head 
of reports of commitvees, Mr. Hemphill arose, 
and extending a large document towards the 
messenger remarked : 

“This, your honor is the report of the public 
schools committee upon Mr. Woodward's 
ordinance providing for a school library. Or 
rather, it is a report of a majority of’ that com- 
mittee, and the report is adverse to the ordi- 


aance.”’ 

Instantly the large andience became remark- 
ably quiet. and all eyes were turned toward 
Mr. Moran, the other member of the commit- 
tec,who was supposed to have a minority report 
stored away in his pockets. The second ward 
member arose deliberately but manifested a 
pervousness as he unfolded a paper. 

“IT have here,” said the councilman, ‘‘a 
minority report recommending the adoption of 
the ordinance, and in addition to it an amend- 


ment to the ordinance.”’ 

The amendmen} was to be made section four 
of the original ordinance,and provided that all 
of the money. derived from the liquor licenses 
in excess of the $50,000 already aisposed of, go 
into a fund for bocks to be purchased this fail. 

“That amendment, as I understand it,” 
said Mr. Woodward, “‘starts the library with 
the opening of the school in the fall instead of 
waiting until next year.” : 

“That’s it,’ said Mr. Moran, ‘fand i now 
move the adoption ef the minority report—”’ 

‘“T should like—’’ said Mr. Rice, interrupt- 
ing the gentleman. 

‘I have not yielded the floor,’’said Mr. Moran 
in turn interrupting Mr. Rice. ‘‘Now, as I 
caid, I move the adoption of the report of the 
minority, and upon that I would like to make 
a few remarks,” 

Everybody settled. down into their chairs 
while Mr. Moran pushed his back. 

‘‘Atlanta’s schoo!) system,’ he continned, 
“should be made peifeet. As itis, the taxation 
for bulldings and tuition are heavy and will 
remain heavy. In 1885 the appropriation was 
658,000, while this year it is $75,000. This 
money is needed for the current expenses of 
the schools, and to provide for the necessary 
increase in buildings from year to year. To- 
day there are applications upon the table for 
two new colored schools and the years to come 
will furnish still more which will exhaust all 
that can be given, to’ that purpose. 
The city departments have been carried along 
for two years without the liquor tax and can 
stil! be carried along without it. The liquor 
tax is money gained outside the estimates upon 
which these departments have been run. It is 
unfettered and unclaimed and has not as yet 
entered into the scramble between the differ- 
ent departments of the city government. This, 
then, is the best. time to make the 
change and inaugurate the’ free 
books in the public schools. This 
disposition of the liquor tax is in harmony with 
legislation all over the. United States. It is 
collected, it is true, at the expense of children 
whoare negiected by drunken parents, for 
whose appetites we are not responsible and 
whose condnet Wwe cannot control. We can, 
however, return the money to the children by 
providing them not only with schools 
and teachers, but books aswell. 
[ support this measure in no 

arty spirit, but for thel[good solely of the pub- 
ic school system. This new departure will 
place the Atlanta public school system far 
ahead of any in the south, and make it .equal 
tothe best in the north. It will adyertise 
Atlanta as no.other measure could. For the 
rlory of the pablic schoel system of Atlanta; 
or the advantage of the thousands of children 
upon whose parents the purchase of books is a 
heavy tax and inthe interest of continued 
progress, I advocate the passage of thé ordi- 
nance.” : 

‘“‘T deeply regret that the public school sys- 
tem has been drawn into politics,’ said Mr. 
Hemphill. ‘‘For one, | want to keep it pure 
and untainted, like it always has been, ind for 
that reason I signed the report objecting ‘o 
the adoption of that ordinance, and TI believe 
that lam right. In fact, I belicve thit it is 
opposed to the spirit of a section cf the city 
hadhen, Section 79 of the charter says no 
special tax shali levy for the public schools, 
but that the expenses shall be paid out 
of the city treasury. This license tax will 
complicate matters materially. They are not 
ectting a large revenue from liquor licenses. 
The saloons are not making money, and when 
the time for paying the second quarter's 


license comes a great many of them will go.

More children are applying than can be accom- 
modated. The want of books, however, doesn’t 
keep them out. I will give bond, with good 
security, to supply every child with books 
whose parent will go before a justico and 
swear that he is not able to purchase books. 
And I don’t believe it will-cost me one dollar. 
Then, by this resolution of Mr. Woodward’s, 
this library is not upon a permanent basis.

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THE LUMBER QUESTION 


Sensible Views of Mr. Amorous, 
of the Atlanta Lumber Co, 


Showing the RKuinous Effect of a Redaction 
of the Tariff on Lumber Upon the 
Timber Interests of Georgia. 


Mr. Martin Amorous, the manager of the 
Atlanta Lumber company, was asked yester- 
day what effect the present tariff bill, if pass- 
ed, will have on the lumber trade in the south. 

“It will have a very disastrous effect,’’ said 
he. “It would simply cause the state of Geor- 
gia to lose millions of dollars. I don’t see how 
any congressman from Georgia can vote to put 
lumber on the free list or to reduce the tariff 
on it without voting directly against the in 
terest of his state and the south.’’ 

‘How about Georgia timber?’’ 

“Well, six years ago there was not a carload 
of lumber shipped from Georgia to the north- 
west. Last year Georgia shipped ten thousand 
carloads of lumber to the northwest. Ten 
i ago this would not have been ble, 

cause of the plentiful sapply of timber in 
the northwest, and the fact that the ringer 
our lumber was unknown up there. At that 
time in Chicago the great lumber market in 
this country, lumber could be sold for less up 
there than we could lay it down from Georgia 
with the freight paid. Lut now the 
supply has greatly decreased in the 
northwest, our trade has been rapidly extend- 
¢d, and they are looking to the south to supply 
them with lumber, which she can do, provided 
congress does not reduce the tariff and let in 
ruinous competition from the immense Cana- 
dian forests.” 

‘* What is the tariff on lumber now ?”’ 

“About $4 a thousand when brought in from 
Canada. Now it costs Georgia $12 a thousand 
freight to get her lumber to Chicago. Norway 
pine from Michigan can be laid down in 
Chicago now at $1 a thousand less than yellow 
pine from Georgia. Just put lumber on the 
free list, then, or even reduce the tariff.on it, 
and the lumber men of Georgia will either 
be forced to pay their help little or nothing or 
quit the business. If that tariff bill passes 
Georgia will simply be shut out—that’s 
all—-as far as her Jumber interest 
is concerned. i don’t know how 
other people stand, but for myself, I will say 
that I won’t vote forany man whois in favor 
of reducing the tariff on]umber. I won’t vote 
for Mr. Cleveland or any congressman who is 
in favor of reducing that tariff. I am for pro- 

ress before party, aud Iam now for measures 

efore men. Thére is not a saw mill man in 
Georgia who will not vote for protection in 
preference even toa democratic nominee who 
is against protection. I think the tanff on 
lumber ought to be prohibitory. The idea of 
Canada shipping her lIumber to Chicago 
at from $1.25 to$2a thousand and Georgia 
paying $l2a thousand to get her lumber to 
Chicago! Anotherthing: Lumber is cheaper 
in Georgia today than it was ten years ago. 
This is due to local competition and the in- 
crease of consumption. Better let the tariff 
alone, I think.” 

‘How do Chicago and Georgia compa @now 
as to the price of jumber ?’’ . 

“‘On March the 3d, first and second quality 
white pine was selling at forty-seven dollars a 
thousand, and yellow pine first and seoond 
quality was selling at thirty-seven dollars a 
thousand in Chicago. 
sells at tho miils for from eight to ten dol ars a 
thousand, and with freight added to Chicaco 
from twenty to twenty-two dollars a thousand. 
Chicago now has in stock about 545,000,000 
feet oi white pine lumber,~She sells a year 
avout six billion feet. The south sold about 
30,000,000 feet of yellow pine lumber in 
Chicago last year. ‘hese figures show how 
quickly that tariff bill. if passed, 
would knock the lumber interest of 
the south cold. Talk about a tariff of one cent 
a cubic foot on timber’as putting it on the free 
list. No man can vote todo it without casting 
his vote right in the teeth of the 
south’s interest. Why, with a  pro- 
hibitory tariff on lumber, the south 
would in a few years be able tosupply the 
northwest with all the lumber she needs. But 
the south could never stand the frightful com- 

etition which a reduction of the tariff would 

¢ sure to bring about. Of course, you under- 
stand that Chicago is the greatest lumber mar. 
ket in. this country. The thing to dois to shut 
Canada out on the lumber question, and then 
healthy competition in this country will keep 
lumber down to reasonable prices.”

He did 
not like Mr. Cleveland’s views upor that sub- 
ject, and realizing that he wasthe undisputed 
leader of the republican party,’ he issued his 
pronunciameh, oas it were, and said: ‘There, 
that is the hne upon which the republican 
party will fight.’ He might have madea 
covert attack upon the Cleveland: message 
through his friends, without allowing him- 
self to be known in the matter, *but 
he is not that kind of a mam He 
puts himself at the head ef the line of attack 
and leads the charge with all the vigor of 
which he is capable.
